Many cases of malaria having recently occurred in sections of Leip- 
zig adjacent to the four small streams which flow through the city, 
the city council has decided to adopt stringent measures to exter- 
minate the mosquitoes (Anopheles) that spread the disease. 

In order that the work of extermination may be verge gd and 
systematically carried out, the city council has notified all house- 
holders in the infected sections of the city to carefully examine their 
houses or apartments for mosquitoes and to destroy any that may be 
found. Every household in the districts concerned has been fur- 
nished by the council with a circular, which, in addition to informa- 
tion as to the cause and spread of malaria, contains advice as to the 
best means of destroying the malaria mosquitoes. Certain dates have 
been specified between which the houses are to be searched and the 
mosquitoes destroyed. At the expiration of the time specified, 
inspectors a pete by the council will visit each house and apart- 
ment and make careful examinations to see that the work of exter- 
minating mosquitoes has been properly carried out. Those who fail 
to comply with the regulations promptly and thoroughly will be 
subject to a fine.
